POPULATION.  The  Registrar  General !s  mid-year  estimate  of 
population  was  6860  - a decrease  of  230  as  compared  with  1970 

BIRTHS.  The  total  number  of  live  births  was  93(55  males, 38 
females)  a decrease  of  33  on  the  1970  figures# 

Included  in  this  total  are  8 illegitimate  births 
(10  in  1970  and  9 in  1969)  • 

BIRTH  RATE  (Comparability  Factor  1.12) 

The  crude  birth  rate  was  13*6  births  per  1,000 
mid-year  population.  When  this  is  adjusted  by  means  of  the 
comparability  factor  for  comparison  with  England  and  Wales 
generally,  this  comes  to  15-2.  This  is  considerably  lower 
than  the  197°  adjusted  figure  of  19 «9*  It  is  also  lower  than 
the  England  and  Wales  adjusted  figure  of  16. 0 for  1971®  This 
England  and  Wales  figure  is  exactly  the  same  as  for  the 
previous  year  of  1978,  following  six  successive  years  of 
decrease . 

STILL  BIRTHS  Four  still  births  occurred  during  the  year, as 
compared  with  three  in  1970® 

DEATHS  The  total  number  of  deaths  was  9^  (*+0  males,  5*+  fern* 
The  total  is  six  more  than  the  88  recorded  in  1970# 

Of  this  total  over  half  (50  in  all)  were  due  to 
diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulation#  Of  these  50,  26  were 
due  to  Coronary  Thrombosis  and  12  to  Strokes#  A similar 
pattern  is  shown  in  England  and  Wales  generally# 

The  second  highest  category  is  Cancer, which 
accounted  for  2b  deaths  in  1971®  This  was  also  the  second 
highest  cause  in  England  and  Wales,

The  third  highest  category  .3  due  ^disease  of  the 
Respiratory  System  (11)  and  this  again  follows  the  pattern 
of  England  and  Wales  generally, 

DEATH  RATE.  (Comparability  Factor  0o98) 

The  crude  death  rate  was  13#7  per  1000  mid-year 
population#  When  adjusted  for  Englar 1 and  Wales  generally 
this  comes  to  13 .4-,  which  is  slightly  higher  than  the  England 
and  Wales  figure  of  11.6. 

INFANT  DEATHS . It  is  pleasing  to  record  that  for  the  second 
year  in  succession  no  deaths  occurred  in  infants  under  the 
age  of  one  year  (there  were  2 in  1969  and  3 in  1968). 

There  were  also  no  maternal  deaths.

The  total  number  is  considerably  in  excess  of 
the22  notifications  received  in  1970*  This  is  wholly  accounted 
for  by  t he  large  number  of  Measles  notifications  concentrated 
mainly  in  the  last  three  months  of  the  year. 

It  will  be  seen  that  two  cases  of  Tuberculosis 
were  notified  after  a blank  year  in  1970.  Two  cases  were 
also  notified  in  1969  and  1968  respectively.

PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR  AND  SURVEYOR. 
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HOUSING  DEVELOPMENT. 

COLLIERY  ROAD  STAGE  2,  LON GF I ELD.  he  Ministry  cont  acts  for  the 

demolition  of  the  remaining  31  aluminium  bungalows  at  Bronywaun  were 

completed  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  but,  due  to  the  delay  in  the 

commencement  of  the  work,  the  work  on  the  second  phase  building  programme 
was  put  back  by  some  six  weeks. 

The  development  included  for  the  erection  of  twenty  three-bedroomed  houses, 

twenty- two  two -bedroomed  houses  and  eight  aged  persons  bungalows  and 

the  provision  of  two  garage  areas.  The  contractor  started  work  in  mid-February. 

Very  good  progress  was  made  with  the  works  and  a number  of  the  houses 

were  due  for  completion  in  January  1972.  The  dwellings  are  provided 

with  warm  air  "Electricaire"  central  heating  and  also  have  communal 
aerial  systems  for  television  reception. 

HALTON.  Fairly  good  progress  was  being  made  with  this  development 
but,  due  to  very  bad  ground  conditions  on  the  site,  works  have  been 
held  up.  Forty  houses  are  to  be  built,  being  sixteen  three-bedroomed 
houses,  twenty- four  two-bedroomed  houses  and  ten  aged  persons  bungalows. 

The  dwellings  will  be  heated  by  an  open  fire  type  appliance  fitted 
with  a high  output  back  boiler  to  provide  a measure  of  background  heating 
from  radiators. 

CAER  YSGQL.  The  Council  were  concerned  with  the  slow  progress 
made  with  this  contract  and  the  contractor  was  made  aware  of  the  penalty 
clause  in  the  contract.  The  development  of  six  two-bedroomed  flats 
and  four  three-bedroomed  houses  were  due  for  completion  in  October  of 
this  year  but  completion  is  not  expected  for  a further  six  weeks. 

RE-ROOFING.  The  re-roofing  of  31  Council  Houses  in  the  Ceiriog 
Valley  was  completed  in  January  of  this  year  and  a new  contract  was  signed 
and  the  work  completed  during  the  year  for  the  re-roofing  of  Nos. 3-14 
Maesyllan,  Llansilin.  A contract  was  also  signed  for  the  re-roofing 
of  Nos. 1-16  North  View,  Rhosywaun,  and  the  work  was  commenced  during  the 
year  but,  due  to  slow  progress  on  the  contract,  the  work  was  not 
completed  by  the  end  of  the  year. 
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125  BRONYWAUN.  A Tender  was  accepted  for  the  erection  of  a 
bed  sitting-room  to  accommodate  a handicapped  young  person  - the  daughter 
of  the  tenant  of  this  Council  House  - the  contract  price  being  £1,173. 

PURCHASE  OF  HOUSES.  The  Council  were  given  the  opportunity  to 
purchase  from  the  National  Coal  Board  their  properties  in  the  Chirk  area, 
namely? 

1-12  Myddelton  Terrace 

1-20  Whitehurst  Gardens. 

1 and  2 Fir  Bank  Cottages,  Whitehurst. 

1 and  2 West  Bungalows,  Whitehurst .

The  Council  gave  instructions  for  the  Officers  of  the  Council  to  negotiate 
the  purchase  thereof  and  these  negotiations  were  completed  and  purchase 
of  the  properties  made  towards  the  end  of  the  year  in  the  sum  of  £12,000. 

SLUM  CLEARANCE. 

Nos. 1-50  Halton  Terrace,  Halton.  Due  to  some  little  delay  in 
the  completion  of  the  housing  development  at  Maesyparc,  Halton,  families 
were  still  residing  in  these  substandard  houses.  It  is  anticipated, 
however,  that  all  families  will  be  rehoused  by  the  end  of  March  1972. 

Nos. 1-70  Chirk  Green,  Chirk.  A fair  proportion  of  these  sub- 
standard dwellings  are  still  being  occupied  but  some  progress  was  made 
during  the  year  in  accommodating  families  in  other  Council  houses.  With 
the  completion  of  the  Phase  11  development  at  Longfield  being  due  in  the 
new  year,  all  the  properties  will  be  vacated  after  which  demolition  of 
these  terraced  houses  will  be  undertaken. 

Station  House  and  Cottage,  Whitehurst.  The  Council  accepted 
an  undertaking  from  the  owner  of  the  above  property  under  Section  17  of 
the  Housing  Act  1957  not  to  let  the  property  for  human  habitation  until 
works  had  been  carried  out  to  make  the  dwellings  habitable. 
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HOUSING  ACT  1969. 

Improvement  Grants . Eight  applications  were  received  and  approved 
by  the  Council  for  the  provision  of  Standard  amenities.  The  amount  of 
grant  involved  was  £2,502. 

Fifteen  applications  were  approved  by  the  Council  under  the  Discretionary 
Grant  Scheme  involving  a total  amount  of  grant  of  £14,537. 

During  the  year,  four  Standard  Grant  improvement  schemes  were  completed 
and  £977  grant  paid  to  owners  and  three  Discretionary  Grant  Schemes 
were  completed  and  a sum  of  £1,982  paid  to  owners. 

Qualification  Certificate.  No  applications  were  received  during 
the  year. 

HOUSING  REPAIRS  ACCOUNT.  The  Council  owned  and  maintained  1064-

Council  House  Tenancies.  During  the  year,  42  Council  dwellings 

became  vacant  for  re-letting  and  the  three  Housing  Committees  met  to 
consider  the  allocation  of  these  dwellings  to  new  tenants. 

In  addition,  the  Ceiriog  Valley  Housing  Committee  considered  the  allocation 
of  tenancies  of  the  four  three  bedroomed  houses  and  six  two-bedroomed  fiats 
Nos. 17  to  26  Caer  Ysgol,  Glyn  Ceiriog,  and  the  Chirk  Housing  Committee 

met  to  consider  the  allocation  of  tenancies  of  the  new  50  dwellings  being 
built  at  Halton,  Nos. 21-70  Maesyparc,  and  also  to  allocate  tenants  to  the 
50  new  dwellings  being  erected  at  Longfield,  Chirk. 
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CARAVAN  SITE  AMD  CONTROL  OF  DEVELOPMENT  ACT  I960. 

23  Caravan  Site  Licences  were  operating  at  the  end  of  the  year 
involving  44  caravans. 

SEWERAGE  AND  SHVl AGE  DISPOSAL  WORKS. 

The  Council  now  own  14  sewage  disposal  plants  in  the  area  which 
are  maintained  by  an  outside  Staff  of  four  operators,  together  with  the 
aid  of  an  irrigation  unit  employing  one  operator. 

Samples  of  the  effluent  discharged  are  regularly  taken  by  the  Dee  and 
Clwyd  River  Authority  and  the  Severn  River  Authority  to  see  that  the 
quality  of  the  effluents  meet  with  the  discharge  standards  laid  down. 

AFON  BRADLEY. 

During  the  year  reports  were  made  by  the  Council’s  Solicitors  and 

Consultant  Engineers  to  the  Council  with  regard  to  the  condition  of  the 

Afon  Bradley  into  which  the  effluent  from  the  Council’s  sewage  works 

at  Rhosywaun,  surface  water  sewers  from  public  highways  and  Factory 

areas  and  overflow  from  the  Shropshire  Union  Canal,  discharges. 

A scheme  for  improving  the  watercourse  and  for  cul verting  it  in  various 

places  was  approved  by  the  Council  and  a Tender  for  the  works  in  the 

sum  of  £6,115  was  accepted. 

It  was  hoped  that  the  works  would  have  been  completed  by  the  end  of  the 
year  but,  due  to  legal  difficulties,  the  start  was  delayed  until  November. 
Completion  is  due  in  February  1972. 

SEPTIC  TANK  EMPTYING  SCHEME . 

During  the  year  176  septic  tanks  were  emptied  by  the  Council 

under  the  scheme  for  the  free  emptying  of  tanks  once  every  two  years. 

This  shows  an  increase  ovex-  the  comparable  yeai-  of  1969  when  142  tanks 

were  dealt  with. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES. 

The  Council  have  six  Public  Conveniences  in  the  district. 

These  premises  are  a target  for  vandalism  and  it  would  appear  that  we 
have  had  our  fair  share.  The  Council  decided  several  years  ago  to 
remove  all  coin  operated  locks  in  these  premises. 
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WATER  SUPPLIES. 

During  the  year,  the  Council  supplied  175.75  million  gallons  of  water 
to  the  district,  having  received  bulk  supplies  of  water  amounting  to 
68.8  million  gallons  from  the  Wrexham  and  East  Denbighshire  Water  Company, 
The  Liverpool  City  Waterworks  and  the  West  Shropshire  Water  Board. 

A bulk  water  supply  is  also  given  to  the  Montgomeryshire  Water  Board 
amounting  to  4 million  gallons. 

The  metered  water  supplies  to  Industrial  and  Trade  premises  amounted  to 
just  over  21  million  gallons  and  those  to  agricultural  premises  to  ten 
million  gallons. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL. 

The  Council  accepted  a tender  for  the  purchase  of  a new  Refuse 
Collecting  vehicle  to  replace  one  which  has  given  nearly  12  years  service. 
Standards  regarding  the  road  worthiness  of  vehicles  are  becoming  more 
strenuous  and  regulations  for  the  Plating  and  Testing  of  vehicles  will 
be  introduced  for  such  vehicles  as  they  are  already  in  force  for  transpcrt 
in  the  private  sector. 

A weekly  collection  service  is  maintained,  carried  out  by  six  operators 
and  three  vehicles. 

Tipping  is  carried  out  at  Lower  Halton,  Chirk,  and  use  is  made  of  the 
Council's  tractor  fitted  with  a blade  for  levelling  purposes.

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BUILDING  REGULATIONS  1965. 

During  the  year  98  applications  were  received  for  B :ilding  Regulation 
consent  which  were  considered  and  approved  by  the  Council. 

732  inspections  and  visits  were  made  to  works  in  progress. 

The  residential  development  at  Uoper  Wharf,  Chirk,  makes  it 
necessary  for  the  Building  Inspector  to  make  daily  and  more  frequent 
visits  to  the  site. 

Work  also  commenced  towards  the  end  of  the  year  on  the  erection  of 
new  factory  premises  for  Messrs .Kronospan  Limited.  This  will  be  a very 
large  development  with  buildings  of  some  great  length.  This  development 
will  also  require  frequent  visits  from  the  Building  Inspector. 

TOWN  AND  COUNTRY  PLANNING  ACT  1962. 

107  applications  were  received  during  the  year  for  permission  to 
develop  land  in  the  district.  These  were  forwarded  to  the  Denbighshire 
County  Council  as  the  Local  Planning  Authority  to  determine  such 
applications.  Observations  were  made  on  these  applications  by  the 
Council  and  these  were  forwarded  to  the  Local  Planning  Authority. 

RECLAIMATION  OF  LAND. 

The  final  stages  of  the  scheme  for  the  reducing  and  levelling 
of  the  Brynkinallt  spoil  heap  were  completed  during  the  year.  Trees 
have  been  planted  around  the  finished  faces  and  in  three  or  four  parts  of 
the  levelled  area.  The  contract  was  dealt  with  by  Mr . R.W .Aubrey  who  also 
arranged  for  local  schoolchildren  to  carry  out  the  actual  planting  of  the 
trees .
